Gen, W. H: Emory, New Orleans, La:

A am directed by the President to
say that your acts to this dateso far as
they have been reported and rsceived
here offlcially are approved, except so
far as they name Col. Brooks to com-
mand the city of New Orleans. It
would have been better to have nam-
ed him as commander of the United
States forces now in that city. The
State government existing at the time
of the beginning of the present insur-
rectionary movement, must be recog-
nized as the lawfnl State government
until some other government can be
legaliy supplied. Upon the surrender
of the insnrgents,you will inform Gov.
Kellogg of the fact and give him the
necessary support to re-establish the
authority of the State government. If,
at the end of the five days given in the
proclamation, of the 15th inst., there
still exists an armed resistance to the
authority of the State, you will sum-
mon a surrender of the insurgents. If
the surrender is not quietly submitted
to it must be enforced at all hazards.
This being an insurrection against the
State government of Lonisiana, to aid
in the suppressionof which the United
States Government has been called
apon in the forms required by the
Coustitution and laws of Congress
thereunder, it is not in the province
of the Uniled States authorities to
make terms with parties engaged in
guch insurrection.

Sm:—Your despatch of yesterday
has been recieved and referred to the
United States District Attorney for
the Western District of Tennessee, for
a report, as there is now no oflicial
information of his proceedings here.
When Lis report is received I will give
you a more definite answer, or have
the Attorney-Ueneral to do so, I will
state, however, that it is gratifying to
know that the State sauthorites of
Tennessee are disposed to suppress
and punish a class of lawless acts so
dangerous to life, and so opposed
to every political, financial, and moral
interest of the State. Buat the
Constitution makes it my duty to en-
force the acts of Congress, and Con-
gress has passed laws giving the Uni-
ted States jurisdiection in such cases
as are referred to in your dispatch,
No special order has been given to the
Federal officials in Tennessee, further
than the circular of September 3d, of
the Attorney-General, which is gener-
al in its nature and continues instruct-
ion to all Marshals and District Attor-
neys, wherever violation of such acts
may occur. I will add that the State
and general Governments, as you are
well aware, may have conecern and
jurisdiction over the same office as for
example, in cases of counterfeiting.
And the action of the State author-
ities in such cases does not prevent
the general government from proceec=
i ainst the offenders, i
